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Chinatown  Says  Farewell  to 
Former  Tufts  Medical  Center  CEO 


When  Ellen  Zane  took  over 
as  the  Chief  Executive  Office  of 
Tufts  Medical  Center  in  2004, 
the  institution  was  hemorrhag¬ 
ing  money  as  it  attempted  to  plug 
holes  and  place  band-aids  on 
the  wounds  of  a  failed  merger. 
Seven  years  down  the  road,  the 
turnaround  at  Tufts  under  Zane 
is  unmistakable:  the  hospital  was 
voted  sixth  in  the  country  (of  98 
academic  medical  centers)  last 
year  for  safety  and  quality,  and 
increased  patient  volume  while 
also  bringing  in  nearly  $7  mil¬ 
lion. 

In  a  banquet  held  in  her  honor 
on  October  3  at  China  Pearl  Res¬ 
taurant  in  Chinatown,  the  medi¬ 


cal  center’s  host  neighborhood, 
prominent  members  of  the  Chi¬ 
natown  community  as  well  as 
government  officials  and  friends 
of  Zane  all  looked  back  on  her 
achievements  over  the  last  sev¬ 
en  years.  One  attendee,  Peter  K. 
Chan,  even  composed  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  poem  to  Zane  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  her  accomplish¬ 
ments  and  in  appreciation  of  the 
work  she  has  done  to  improve 
community  health  and  affairs  in 
the  Chinatown. 

But  things  haven’t  always  been 
so  rosy  for  Zane,  who  admits  tak¬ 
ing  on  the  challenge  of  turning 
the  medical  center  around  was 
daunting,  to  say  the  least.

Twist  On  Fried  Chicken!

There  has  been  a  big  void  for 
Bon  Chon  lovers  since  the  Allston 
lounge,  Privus,  closed  its  doors 
over  a  year  ago.  However,  thanks  to 
some  former  Privus  employees  Bon  Chon 
is  back  and  it  has  moved  a  block  away  into 
the  former  Toki  Shabu  Shabu  space  [123 
Brighton  Ave,  Allston,  MA  02134(617) 
254-8888  www.bon- 
chon.com].  Since  earlier 
this  year,  the  new  and 
improved  Bon  Chon  has 
been  flourishing  (their 
menu  selection  surpass¬ 
es  its  New  York  City  sib¬ 
ling,  with  even  more  se¬ 
lections  slated  to  come!) 

Their  extensive  menu  of¬ 
fers  a  variety  of  Japanese 
and  Korean  favorites  as  well  as  a  selec¬ 
tion  of  Asian  inspired  cocktails,  beers, 
and  wines.  The  place  is  always  hopping 
and  the  atmosphere  hasn’t  changed  much 
from  its  predecessor  -  maintaining  the 
dark  and  white  modern,  upscale  decor. 
Also,  there  is  a  bar  area  by  the  entrance 
and  televisions  are  everywhere  with 
pulsating  music  coming  out  of  speak¬ 
ers,  so  the  noise  level  can  be  a  little  loud. 

Bon  Chon  hails  from  Busan, 
South  Korea  and  was  started  in  2002. 
In  2007,  the  first  stateside  location 
opened  up  in  New  Jersey  and  with¬ 
in  three  years,  another  18  locations 
have  sprouted  up  with  one  in  Boston. 


What  is  Bon  Chon  you  ask?  Well,  to 
fans  (like  myself)  it  is  skinless  chicken 
(strips/wings/drumsticks)  ($9.95  up  to 
$33.95)  breaded  and  twice  fried  to  crispy 
perfection  -  glazed  with  either  a  spicy 
or  soy  garlic  sauce.  Beware  though:  the 
spicy  style  packs  a  subtle  kick  that  can 
be  overwhelming  for  some  after  a  wing 
or  two!  Think  of  Bon  Chon  as  similar  to 
the  American-staple  Buffalo 
wings,  but  with  a  distinctive 
crispy  coating  (spicy  style) 
and  boy  is  Korea's  answer 
to  the  all-American  favor¬ 
ite  fried  chicken  delicious 
and  addictive!  Bon  Chon 
drumsticks  tend  to  be  big¬ 
ger  and  a  little  on  the  dry- 
side  compared  to  the  juicer 
wings  and  even  though  it 
is  twice  fried,  there  is  not  a  trace  of  the 
expected  greasiness. 

Another  pleasant  sur¬ 
prise  is  that  the  chicken 
holds  its  crispiness  for  a 
long  time!  Hours  or  even 
three  days  later  when 
reheated,  the  crunch  is 
retained!  Amazing!  Four 
sizes  are  available  with 
the  option  for  combo 
(both  flavors)  with  the  exception  of 
small.  On  a  hot  summer  day,  a  plate  of 
Bon  Chon  and  a  cold  beer  go  well  to¬ 
gether!  Two  sides  -  a  lovely  slaw  supe-

rior  to  its  counterpart  coleslaw  as  well 
as  pickled  daikon  (white  radish)  cubes 
are  served  to  soothe  diners’  tongues 
from  the  spiciness.  For  convenience,  a 
pail  is  given  to  collect  the  chicken  bones. 

For  starters,  we  got  the  Seafood 
Scallion  Pancake  ($12.95),  a  lovely  pan¬ 
cake  studded  with  scallions,  shrimp  and 
squid  served  with  an  accompanying  soy 
dipping  sauce-delicious!  Nice  and  crispy 
on  the  outside,  but  the  food  had  the 
right  amount  of  chewiness.  Next  came 
our  maki  rolls-Spider  Maki  (Soft  shell 
crab)  $8.95,  Caterpillar  Maki  (Unagi  and 
avocado)  $7.95  and  regular  Tekka  Maki 
(Tuna).  The  rolls  hit  the  spot  while  they 
were  quickly  devoured  and  enjoyed  by 
our  group.  The  ingredients  were  fresh 
and  the  rice  did  not  easily  fall  apart. 

Bon  chon  is  slowly  gaining  a  cult  fol¬ 
lowing!  Ever  since  my  first  bite  of  Bon 
Chon  in  Annandale  a  few 
years  ago,  Bon  Chon  has 
become  a  fave  of  mine!  The 
chicken  and  food  comes  out 
pretty  quickly.  The  service 
here  can  be  a  bit  slow  be¬ 
cause  it  is  busy.  Our  server 
was  pleasant,  but  she  did 
forget  our  drink  order.  Next 
time  you  want  fried  chicken, 
go  check  out  what  all  the  fuss  is  about,  but 
be  forewarned  of  the  busy  lines  at  night! 


"To  be  honest,  1  was  scared  to 
death,"  said  Zane  in  a  telephone  in¬ 
terview.  "But  1  couldn’t  tell  anybody. 
I  had  to  be  the  cheerleader  because 
if  anyone  saw  that  I  was  scared  then 
we  wouldn’t  have  had  a  chance." 

Zane’s  leadership  and  enthusiasm 
not  only  propelled  the  medical  cen¬ 
ter  forward,  but  her  impact  on  her 
colleagues  has  been  immense,  too. 

"It’s  been  a  really  great  experience 
working  for  her,"  said  Sherry  Dong, 
Director  of  Community  Health  at 
Tufts.  "To  have  someone  who  is  open 
and  respects  me  and  my  ideas  has 
been  great." 

"One  of  my  great  joys  has  been  the 
fact  that  Tufts  resides  in  Chinatown," 
said  Zane.  "I’ve  enjoyed  experiencing 
the  distinct  character  and  have  come 
to  know  many  of  the  people  in  Chi¬ 
natown." 

Despite  retiring  however,  Zane  will 
still  serve  as  Vice  Chairman  of  Tuft’s 
Board  of  Trustees  and  will  continue 
to  consult  with  the  hospital  for  one 
year.  But  Zane  assures  that  she  will 
take  time  off  to  relax  and  do  things 
with  her  husband.  First  up:  A  trip  to 
the  Napa  Valley  quickly  followed  by  a 
trip  to  Israel  in  November,  and  finally 
a  vacation  in  Saint  Bart’s  in  January. 

"My  husband  would  tell  you  that 
‘retirement’  is  a  misnomer,"  said 
Zane,  jokingly.

Kevin,  there  a  few  different  factors  to 
consider  here.  Do  you  have  a  company 
match?  What  are  your  credit  card  interest 
rates?  What  is  your  spending  behavior 
like  and  how  did  you  accumulate  the 
credit  card  debt? 

If  you  have  a  company  match  (a  com¬ 
mon  match  is  to  match  50%  of  your 
contributions  up  to  6%),  it  would  make 
sense  to  take  advantage  of  that  first.  Then 
II  would  use  your  remaining  amount  to 
pay  down  your  credit  cards. 

If  you  do  not  have  a  match,  it  makes 
sense  to  pay  down  your  credit  card  bal¬ 
ances  first  (assuming  the  credit  card 
interest  is  about  18%)  and  start  contrib¬ 
uting  to  your  401k  after  the  credit  card 
balances  are  paid  off. 

The  answers  above  may  be  the  financial 
answer,  but  this  is  where  human  nature 
and  spending  behavior  comes  into  play 
regarding  your  question.  There  is  a  lot  of 
risk  to  decide  not  to  contribute  to  your 
401k  and  say  you  will  use  your  discre¬ 
tionary  income  to  pay  down  the  debt.  A 
worst  case  scenario  would  be  if  I  revisited 
your  situation  3  years  from  now  and  find 
out  that  your  credit  card  balances  have 
not  been  reduced  and  you  still  have  not 
contributed  anything  towards  your  retire¬ 
ment.  While  this  may  not  be  the  case  for 
you,  it  ends  up  being  the  case  for  many. 

Most  people  have  the  majority  of  their 
savings  in  equity  in  their  home  or  their 
401k.  I  believe  there  are  two  reasons  for 
this  fact. 

The  first  is  the  way  savings  are  built 
up  in  a  home  or  401k.  It  is  through  the 
regular  or  systematic  withdrawals  or

payments  every  month.  Once  set  up,  it 
becomes  automatic  and  psychologically 
it  is  viewed  as  a  fixed  occurrence  every 
month.  It  is  not  even  noticed  and  when 
needing  to  cut  back  on  things  these  are 
not  options. 

The  second  is  that  once  the  savings 
or  equity  is  built  up,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
draw  on  this.  Both  are  very  liquid.  If  you 
were  to  try  to  withdraw  from  a  401k  or 
IRA,  it  takes  signed  paperwork,  not  to 
mention  the  fees  and  penalties  to  deter 
early  withdrawals.  To  withdraw  your 
equity  from  your  home,  you  need  to  either 
refinance  your  mortgage,  take  out  a  home 
equity  line  or  to  sell  your  home.  All  are 
very  long  and  drawn  out  processes  which 
along  with  human  behavior  make  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  get  at  the  equity. 

So  Kevin,  if  you  decide  to  pay  off  your 
credit  cards  first  and  delay  contributing  to 
your  401k,  I  would  strongly  recommend 
that  you  set  a  budget  and  make  a  strict 
time  line  on  when  the  credit  cards  will  be 
paid  off  so  that  you  can  start  contributing 
to  your  401k.

Breast  and  Cervical  Cancer 
Screening  Prevention  Program 
at  Tufts  Medical  Center 


On  Saturday  October  15,  Tufts  Medical 
Center  will  host  the  College  of  American 
Pathologists  See,  Test  &  Treat  breast  and 
cervical  cancer  screening  prevention 
program.  The  event  was  held  for  the  first 
time  last  year  and  was  successful  in  iden¬ 
tifying  early  disease.  The  event  being 
offered  at  Tufts  Medical  Center  is  a  one- 
day  event  designed  for  Asian-American 
women,  21  years  of  age  and  older  who 
live  in  the  Boston-metro  area,  however 
all  women  are  encouraged  to  attend. 
This  program  is  being  championed  at 
Tufts  by  Barbarajean  Magnani,  PhD,  MD, 
FCAP  from  the  Department  of  Pathology 
•  and  Laboratory  Medicine.  Collaborat¬ 
ing  physician  partners  include  Dr.  Nora 
Laver  (Pathology  and  Laboratory  Medi¬ 
cine),  Dr.  Andrea  Zuckerman  (Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology),  Dr.  Judy  Katz  (Radiol¬ 
ogy)  and  many  other  caring  physicians 
and  staff  from  Tufts  Medical  Center. 

The  See,  Test  &  Treat  program  is  a 
unique  opportunity  for  doctors  from 
different  disciplines  to  work  together  to 
treat  the  patient  while  providing  testing 
to  an  underserved  population  or  a  popu¬ 
lation  who  face  barriers  in  getting  regu¬ 
lar  healthcare.  With  See,  Test  &  Treat, 
patients  not  only  see  a  physician  and 
have  a  screening  that  they  need,  but  get 
the  results  before  they  go  home.  This  en¬ 
ables  them  to  discuss  their  results  with 
the  physician  and  physician  specialists, 
and  schedule  a  follow-up  appointment, 
or  receive  same-day  care  if  necessary. 
During  the  See,  Test  &  Treat  program, 
women  can  receive  a  gynecological  exam 
which  includes  a  Pap  test,  breast  exam, 
and  laboratory  tests  or  a  mammogram  if 
necessary. 

The  unique  aspects  of  See,  Test  & 
Treat  are  that  it  removes  some  of  the 
barriers  women  face  to  early  diagnosis 
and  treatment  for  breast  and  cervical 
cancer.  These  barriers  include  having 


to  take  time  off  from  work,  language  or 
cultural  barriers,  and  a  lack  of  insurance 
or  childcare.  Adult  and  children’s  activi¬ 
ties  will  be  provided.  Women  may  bring 
their  children  to  the  appointment.  Tufts 
Medical  Center  will  also  offer  refresh¬ 
ments  and  educational  programs  for  the 
women  to  help  them  learn  more  about 
their  health. 

There  may  also  be  cultural  and/or 
linguistic  barriers  preventing  women 
from  getting  the  care  that  they  need.  At 
the  See,  Test  &  Treat  program  offered  at 
Tufts  Medical  Center,  interpreters  will 
be  available.  It  is  a  nice,  safe  program 
for  women  and  if  they  feel  like  they  need 
to  come  with  a  mother,  grandmother,  or 
older  daughter,  they  can  come  togeth¬ 
er  as  a  group  to  support  one  another. 
"Think  about  it  like  this"  Dr.  Magnani 
said,  "When  you  are  on  an  airplane,  you 
are  provided  with  instructions  about  us¬ 
ing  the  oxygen  mask  in  case  of  emergen¬ 
cy.  You  are  told  to  put  the  mask  on  your¬ 
self  first  before  helping  others.  Women 
need  to  look  after  themselves  first  so 
they  remain  healthy  in  order  to  help  take 
care  of  their  families.” 

Asian  women  over  21  are  encouraged 
to  make  an  appointment.  The  event  will 
have  appointment  slots  available  from 
8:00  a.m.  to  3:30  p.m.  If  someone  has 
insurance,  they  should  bring  their  insur¬ 
ance  card  but  that  will  not  be  a  barrier 
to  getting  seen.  To  pre-register  for  this 
event,  call  617-636-4872  (Mandarin  and 
Cantonese  speaking  operators  will  be 
available).  Walk-ins  are  also  welcome. 
This  will  be  held  in  the  Tufts  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter  OB/GYN  Clinic  located  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  South  building,  860  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  in  Boston’s  Chinatown.

With  only  one  month  before  the  city  of  Malden
